A Marble Board 


Here is an Interesting problem for 


Indoor games. 
Get a piece of soft 


wood seven-eighths inch thick ond 
•mark off a 'diagram as shown Jn Pig 
1 by using first a. tri-^quare like A 
in Fig. 2, second a marking gauge 
like B in Fig. 3. 
If you haven't 


either of these tools a ruler will do. 
After the squares are blocked off, 
put a small cross in the parts that 
are to be cut out, a= shown in Fig. 4. 
The back-saw C is the best tool for 
cutting the lines shown in Fig. 4. 
If you do not have a back-saw use a 
regular cross-cut saw. 
After each of 


the upright lines have been cut to 


the lone horizontal line, take one 
inch flat chisel D and with a mallet 
or block of wood hit it slightly af- 
ter you have placed it on the line 
shown in Fig. 5. The sketch in Fig. 
5 shows the position of the marbla- 
board when placed on a bench hook. 
To finish the top edge bevel with • 
plane or jack-knife as shown- in the 
diagram Fig. 1. 
Finish by sand- 


papering and staining. If you desire 
to have a handle for this, allow about 
six inches longer on one end of the 
piece and cut the handle any shape 
you choose.
